As  spring  approached,  plans  for  our  Junior  Prom,  “A  Touch  of  Gold”,  were 
already  made  with  Peggy  Sheridan  and  Jan  Maffisoli  as  Co-Chairman.  For  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  school  proms,  our  class  took  the  prom  out  of  the  high 
school  gym  and  held  it  at  Hotel  America.  Sharon  Muckor  was  picked  as  queen 
by  the  orchestra  with  Peggy  Hambleton,  Mary  Jane  Trombly,  Julie  Preston,  and 
Rose  Mary  Rice  as  her  court. 

Another  first  was  our  presentation  of  the  Class  of  1969  at  Class  Night  with 
three  roaring  motorcycles  on  stage!!!

And  we  finally  returned,  once  again,  as  Mighty,  Mighty  SENIORS.  The  school 
year  began  amidst  a  cloud  of  confusion  as  home  rooms  were  abolished  and  all 
the  lockers  were  conveniently  arranged  with  combinations  to  keep  hungry  Ju¬ 
niors  away  from  Gary  Ellsworth’s  lunch.

We  hope  to  have  a 
senior  dance  in  the  spring.  After  the  dance,  the  senior  girls  will  remain  for  a 
pajama  party  in  the  gym,  and  a  breakfast,  cooked  by  the  girls  for  the  guys,  will 
be  held  the  following  morning.  Graduation  plans  are  still  vague  at  this  point.
